Both of Hettis c o u n t y ’s represen­ 
tatives, 
Speaker T u ttle and 
Hon. 
M ont Carnes, are 
on hand 
ready 
for business. 
T h e subject most under 
discus­ 
sion is that of 
university 
removal 
and ap] ) ropriation to rebuild. 
T h e 
live, progressive men as a 
rule are 
not friendly to C o lu m b ia ’s claims 
to retain the institution, 
but (piite 
a num ber earnestly appeal to tradi­ 
tion to prevent the 
removal 
to a 
m ore enterprising city.

Immciliately upon the 
receipt of 
the information Rose cam e to A t c h ­ 
ison and surrendered himself to the 
sheriff of 
this 
county, confessing 
that 
he 
had received* 
the verdict 
falsely, that he had purposely walked 
into the hole in the sidewalk that he 
might have an action 
against the 
city. 
H e said that the matter had 
troubled him for a long time and 
that during a recent sjiell of sickness 
he [ ) romised his ('reator 
that

would make a confession if he got 
well. 
He was locked up pending a 
decision by the county attorney 
as 
to what action should be taken of 
his case. 
'This morning his brother 
cam e to Atchison and said he was 
crazy, and that his mind had been 
demented ever since his recovery 
from an attack of ty] ) hoid fever last 
s] ) ring.

A considerable part ialit y has f or some 
t ime been shown by English builders 
f or t he invert ed t riple-expansion, self - 
condensing 
marine engine.

most popular t ype of t his engine t he 
t hree cylinders, high, int ermediat e,and 
low pressure, are all bolt ed t o and car­ 
ried on cast -iron columns; t he high and 
int ermediat e cylinders have hard, cast - 
iron liners, t he high having a slide 
valve of t he pist on t ype working in 
a 
separat e 
liner; 
and 
an 
ordi­ 
nary douple-port ed slide valve does 
service on t he int ermediat e cylinder, 
t he valve of which is cast separat ely 
and 
secured by count ersunk screw 
pins. 
The low-pressure cylinder has 
no liner, and is mpde of hard, close- 
grained cast iron, \vit h f ace of slide 
valve separat e, and is secured af t er t h« 
manner of t he int ermediat e pressure 
f ace, having t he usual double-port ed 
valve.
